Dan  Mendenhall  won  the  high 
jump  at  the  British  Champion- 
ships in  London  and  was  pre- 
sented his  gold  medal  by  Queen 
Elizabeth.  Steve  Bergeson  broke 
his  own  school  mark  in  the  880- 
yard  run  with  a sparkling  1:48.4 
while  the  team  was  in  Ireland. 

While  competing  in  Stockholm, 
Sweden,  last  week,  many  more 
of  the  BYU  tracksters  gained 
world-wide  attention  as  the  Coug- 
ar squad  performed  well  against 
a portion  of  the  U.  S.  Olympic 
team  and  aggregations  from  the 
Ivory  Coast  (Africa),  Sweden, 
Finland,  and  elsew'here. 

Steve  and  Stan  Bergeson  con- 
tinued their  impressive  showings 
with  marks  of  1:48.6  and  1:50.6, 
respectively,  in  the  800  meters. 
Hanks  finished  second  to  a Fin- 
nish performer  who  came 
through  with  his  lifetime  best 
leap  to  win;  Ed’s  jump  was  6 
feet  11  inches. 

GOOD  TIME 

Bob  Richards  turned  in  a good 
time  of  8:55.2  in  the  3000-meter 
steeplechase.  He  finished  far  be- 
hind the  leader.  J.  Kuha  of  Fin- 
land, as  did  most  of  the  others 
in  the  race  as  Kuha  was  in  the 
process  of  setting  a new  world’s 
record  of  8:24.2. 

Ralph  Mann  and  Jaakko  Tou- 
minen  continued  to  demonstrate 
that  “all  that  glistens  is  not  gold” 
as  they  turned  in  marks  in  the 
mid-:50’s  and  iSl’s  in  the  inter- 
mediate hurdles.

Timp  Awaits  Hikers

Summit  Club  badges,  the  BYU 
Hiker’s  Nobel  Prize  equivalent, 
are  awaiting  the  hardy  who  scale 
Mt.  Timpanogos. 

According  to  Forest  Service  of- 
ficials, trail  and  snow  conditions 
are  excellent  for  those  seeking 
this  prize  of  conquest  Saturday. 

Since  inauguration  of  the  hike 
in  1912,  over  50,000  people  have 
reached  the  top.  Approximately 
2,500  should  be  added  to  that 
number  this  weekend. 

Preceding  the  annual  hike— 
America’s  largest  community 
climb— will  be  a traditional  pro- 
gram at  8 p.m.  Friday  in  Aspen 
Grove. 

Presented  under  the  direction 
of  the  BYU  Summer  School  stu- 
dent body  officers,  it  will  retell 
the  legend  of  the  young  Indian 
maid  whose  silhouette  is  formed 
by  Mt.  Timpanogos. 


Besides  the  awarding  of  Timp 
Sticks  to  guests  of  unusual  honor, 
winners  of  the  traditional  photo 
contest  will  be  announced  at  the 
Friday  program.  Prizes  worth 
$50  will  be  given  for  the  best 
photos  in  human  and  scenic  cate- 
gories that  were  taken  of  last 
year’s  hikers  or  of  Mt.  Timpan- 
ogos. 

Those  wishing  to  enter  pictures 
must  submit  them  to  Allen’s 
Photo  Supply  in  Provo  before 
Friday. 

For  those  needing  transporta- 
tion to  the  mountain’s  trails  for- 
the  hike,  a bus  will  leave  the 
east  side  of  the  Wilkinson  Center 
at  6 a.m.  Saturday.  Tickets  cost- 
ing $1  for  the  round  trip  are 
available  at  the  ELWC  Informa- 
tion Desk.  They  should  be  pur- 
chased by  Friday  noon. 

USE  WISDOM 

Dr.  Israel  Heaton,  hike  chair- 
man, and  doctors  of  the  BYU 


Health  Center  have  cautioned 
climbers  to  use  discretion  dur- 
ing the  hike.  They  warn  against 
racing  up  the  mountain,  eating 
and  hiking  simultaneously,  and 
wandering  from  the  established 
trail. 

Heaton  suggests  sturdy  shoes, 
an  extra  pair  of  stockings,  sun 
glasses,  a light  jacket  and  a 
head  covering  as  appropriate  ap- 
parel for  the  climb. 

All  persons  who  have  any  pre- 
existing diseases,  especially  of 
the  cardiovascular  or  pulmonary 
type,  should  attend  the  hike  only 
with  permission  of  a physician. 

Extensive  safety  precautions 
are  being  taken  to  insure  the 
safety  of  all  hikers.  Two  doctom 
will  be  stationed  along  the  trail 
and  will  be  assisted  by  Explorer 
Scouts. 

Alpine  Club  members  with 
horses  and  stretchers  and  a heli- 
copter will  be  on  stand-by  alert. 


bik  Dancers  Continue  European  Triumphs 


is  the  fourth  for  the  BYU  group. 
The  Folk  Dancers  are  the  only 
group  in  the  history  of  the  festi- 
val of  Schoten  to  be  invited  three 
times. 

'AMERICA'  THEME 

Although  skilled  in  the  dances 
of  many  nations,  the  BYU  group 
shows  the  “History  of  America 
through  Dance.” 

At  the  International  Folk  Festi- 
val in  Schoten,  “The  American 
group  plainly  was  the  crowd’s 
favorite,”  writes  Gary  Hopkinson, 
tour  manager.  Over  50,000  per- 
sons swarmed  the  old  castle 
grounds  to  view  the  festival. 

“The  fresh  vitality  of  these 
young  people  and  their  American 
dances  was  just  too  much  to  re- 
sist.” 

'GREAT  LESSON' 

“The  festivals  are  a great  les- 
son in  international  friendship,” 
continues  Hopkinson.  “The  danc- 
ers of  many  nations  eat  and  play 
games  together,  teach  each  other 
dance  steps,  and  exchange  gifts, 
smiles  and  conversation— some- 
times limted  to  gestures.” 

The  BYU  Folk  Dancers  have 
also  performed  at  the  Danish- 
American  Ribild  Festival,  the 
largest  Fourth  of  July  celebration 
outside  the  United  States. 

The  BY'U  dancers  shared  the 
stage  with  the  U.S.  Air  Force 
Band  and  were  the  first  dance 
group  ever  to  perform  at  the  fes- 
tival. Over  12,000  spectators  sat 
on  the  three  surrounding  hills 
overlooking  the  dancers  from 
America. 

BIG  AUDIENCE 

The  show  was  televised  to  an

of  the  past  ten  years  to  return 
for  the  tenth  anniversary. 

Included  with  the  BYU  Folk 
Dancers  were  groups  from 
Czechoslovakia,  Y'ugcslavia,  Ru- 
mania and  Russia.  Attending  for 
the  first  time  were  groups  from 
Austria,  France,  Norway  and 
Portugal.

The  Folk  Dancers  have  enter- 
tained the  Danish  Prime  Minister, 
the  American  Ambassador  to 
Denmark,  the  Lord  High  Bailiff 
of  Leicester,  the  mayor  of  Scho- 
ten, the  U.  S.  Ambassador  and 
Consul  General  of  Belgium,  the 
Major  of  Schoten,  in  addition  to 
millions  in  festivals  and  on  Euro- 
pean television. 

Queen  Elizabeth  was  scheduled 
for  the  unveiling  of  a statue  in 
Edinburgh’s  downtown  Prince 
Street  Gardens  at  the  same  time 
the  BYU  students  were  to  dance. 

The  Queen  acknowledged  the 
costumed  Americans  with  a wave 
and  a smile  as  she  passed,  and 
thousands  stayed  to  watch  the 
show  despite  a rainstorm. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mary 
Bee  Jensen,  the  Folk  Dancers  will 
now  tour  Holland,  Germany, 
Switzerland,  and  Italy.

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Timp  Story  Mixes 
Fact  With  Legend

Nearly  two  centuries  ago  the 
explorer  Escalante  paused  in  his 
wanderings,  filled  with  awe  by 
the  majestic  view  before  him. 
Rugged,  regally  aloof,  the  great 
mountain  rambled,  thrusting  sky- 
ward-part of  today’s  Uinta  Na- 
tional Forest  in  Northeastern 
Utah.  “Sierra  Blanca  De  Los 
Timpanogos”— the  romantic  Span- 
ish phrase  that  welled  in  Father 
Tiscalante’s  mind  seemed  to  carry 
the  proper  color  and  cadence  for 
a mountain  so  imposing,  a moun- 
tain almost  overpowering  in  its 
vastness  and  splendor— “White 
Mountain  of  Timpanogos.” 

Thus  famed  Mt.  Timpanogos— 
or  simply  “Timp,”  for  those  who 
feel  a special  intimacy  with  the 
mountain— received  its  full  name. 
Derived  from  the  Piute  Indian 
language,  the  word  “timpanogos” 
means  rocky  river  or  stream,  but 
a modern  paleface  legend  associ- 
ates the  word  with  the  idea  of  a 
reclining  woman.  The  silhouette 
of  a giant  woman  facing  the  heav- 
ens in  eternal  slumber,  long 
tresses  flowing  downward,  is  ob- 
vious from  certain  perspectives 
without  placing  great  strain  on 
the  imagination. 

Mt.  Timpanogos  rakes  the  sky 
at  11,750  feet,  the  second  highest 
peak  in  the  entire  Wasatch 
Range.  From  lower  slope  to  lof- 
tiest crag,  the  mountain  takes  in 
five  major  life-zones,  revealing 
the  same  climatic  and  vegetative 
changes  that  would  be  encoun- 
tered on  a journey  from  Provo  to 
the  Arctic  Circle. 

Rising  with  dramatic  abrupt- 
ness for  7,000  feet,  Timp  is  com- 
posed of  sedimentary  rocks  from 
200  to  500  million  years  old.  laid 
down  in  Paleozoic  seas.

rocks  are  mainly  massive  lime- 
stone, well-exposed  on  the  Provo 
Canyon  wall  and  interbedded  with 
limestone  and  quartzite. 

Throughout  geologic  time,  the 
“White  Mountain  of  Timpanogos” 
has  been  affected  by  two  major 
birth  pangs,  a series  of  intense 
foldings  and  thrust-faultings,  and 
a momentous  upheaval  which 
brought  forth  the  Wasatch  Moun- 
tain chain.  Sinse  then,  nature’s 
master  sculptors— wind,  water, 
and  ice— have  done  their  work, 
bringing  the  wrinkles  and  other 
marks  of  venerable  aging  to 
Timp’s  face  and  body. 

Down  the  long  channel  of  years 
since  Escalante’s  memorable 
visit,  “Sierra  Blanca  De  Los  Tim- 
panogos” has  seen  other  changes: 
the  departure  of  the  redman;  the 
disappearance  of  “Wapiti,”  the 
mighty  elk;  the  extinction  and 
emergence  of  various  species  of 
wildlife  and  plants;  erosion  and 
restoration,  and  the  tread  of 
countless  human  feet  along  its 
trails. 

The  famous  Tirap  Hike,  spon- 
sored in  July  for  over  50  years 
by  BYU  in  cooperation  with  the 
U.  S.  Forest  Service,  is  a colorful 
epic  with  its  evening  pageant  at 
Aspen  Grove  depicting  the  Indian 
legend  of  Timpanogos.  But  with 
the  breaking  of  dawn,  thousands 
of  human  feet  turn  upward  seek- 
ing the  12,000-foot  crest  with 
Timp’s  fantastic  and  panoramic 
view  of  the  western  valleys  below. 

The  descent  is  both  swift  and 
exciting— a slide  down  the  famed 
glacier  to  Emerald  Lake  lying 
jewel-like  in  the  glacial  lap. 

All  this  and  more  is  received  by 
the  visitor  to  the  old  “White 
Mountain,”  better  known  as  “Sier- 
ra Blanca  De  Los  Timpanogos.” 


In  the  wake  of  the  recent  Martin  Luther 
King  and  Bobby  Kennedy  assassinations, 
emotions  have  run  hot  and  heavy  both  for 
and  against  measures  to  increase  gun  con- 
trol in  the  United  States.  Shortly  after  the 
Kennedy  assassination  President  Johnson 
made  an  appeal  over  nation-wide  television 
for  Congress  to  pass  strict  gun  control 
measures. 

Since  that  time  members  of  Congi*ess 
have  been  virtually  inundated  by  letters, 
telegrams  and  petitions.  Some  call  for  more 
federal  regulation,  others  call  for  less. 

Congress  has  already  considered  and 
passed  the  Safe  Streets  and  Crime  Control 
bill  which  contains  a firearms  control  sec- 
tion. It  prohibits  the  interstate  mail  order 
sales  of  handguns,  penhits  over-the-counter 
sales  of  handguns  only  to  residents  of  the 
state  where  the  purchase  is  made,  and  only 
to  a person  who  is  over  21  years  of  age ; and 
outlaws  the  sale  of  any  type  of  fireaiin  to 
persons  convicted  of  a felony,  to  mental 
incomi>etents  and  to  veterans  with  less  than 
an  honorable  discharge.  It  also  prohibits 
private  possession  of  certain  military-type 
weapons. 

Two  other  bills  are  currently  under  con- 
sideration— one  to  extend  the  ban  on  mail 


order  guns  to  include  shotguns  and  sporting 
rifles,  the  other  to  require  Federal  registrg^ 
tion  of  all  firearms  and  prohibit  possession 
of  unregistered  guns. 

Sen.  Frank  E.  Moss  and  Representative 
Laurence  J.  Burton  of  Utah  have  spoken 
out  during  the  past  month  in  opposition  to 
a further  increase  in  federal  control.  Theser 
men  generally  favor  regulation  of  fireanilB 
by  individual  states  on  the  basis  of  local 
situations  and  problems. 

Such  a system  would  not  interfere  with, 
sportsmen  carrying  guns  from  one  state  to  I 
the  next  for  hunting  puiiDoses  or  loaning  ’ 
such  weapons  to  friends  or  relatives  for  1 
such  puiposes.  Further  federal  regulation 
would  undoubtedly  interfere  with  such 
freedom  and  w’ould  in  some  cases  reduce 
revenues  from  hunting  and  tourism  which 
are  important  to  many  western  states,  ii^ 
eluding  Utah. 

We  supi>ort  those  who  are  working  to 
retain  what  basic  rights  we  still  posse^ 
and  sincerely  hope  that  good  judgment  will] 
get  the  best  of  blind  emotion.  Instead  of! 
more  gun  control  we  need  more  self  control’ 
and  a heightened  sense  of  individual  re 
sponsibility.  Let’s  control  trigger  fingei 
instead  of  triggers.
